Of  the  Diphtheria  cases  two  were  frcm  4 to  5,  four  from  5 to 
10,  two  from  10  to  15,  three  from  15  to  20,  and  one  from  20  to  35  years, 
of  age.  Three  eases  were  in  one  family,  six  in  another,  and  two  in  an- 
other.  In  the  first  group  there  were  eight  persons  living  in  five  rooms  - 
and  in  the  second  group,  ten  persons  living  in  five  rooms. 

Of  the  Scarlet  Fever  Cases  4 were  in  4 separate  families,  in 
one  instance  four  persons,  living  in  six  rooms,  in  another,  seven  per- 
sons in  five  rooms,  and  in  a third,  four  persons  in  five  rooms,  in  the 
fourth,  eight  persons  in  six  rooms.  In  two  instances  where  there  were 
two  cases  of  Scarlet  fever  in  each  family;  seven  persons  lived  in  five 
rooms,  and  six  persons  in  six  rooms.  In  one  instance,  there  were  four 
cases  in  one  family,  and  in  this  dwelling,  eight  persons  lived  in  five 
rooms.  In  one  instance,  a second  case  of  Scarlet  fever  occurred  with- 
in a fortnight  of  the  return  of  another  case  from  the  Infectious  Hos- 
P it  a 1 ( at  S out  ham  pt on ) 

The  chief  difficulty  was— apart  from  the  difficulty  of  securing 
proper  isolation  - the  mildness  and  indefiniteness  of  the  signs  and 
symptoms  of  the  disease  in  most  instances;  indeed  in  a number  of  cases 
the  diagnosis  was  in  doubt  for  several  days.  All  the  cases  recovered >

No  specially  noteworthy  causes  of  sickness  or  Invalidity.

Hospitals,  and  other  Institutions  available  for  the  District 
Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home  fa)  General  (b)  Nor  Infectious  Dis- 
eases. Only  private  Nurses  available.  No  arrangements  by  the  Local 
authority.. 

Midwives.  No  arrangements  by  Public  Health  .authority.  There 
are  five  Midwives  known  to  be  practising  in  the  District.  Clinics  and 
Treatment  Centres.  None  in  the  District. Hospitals  provided  or  subsi- 
dised by  the  local  authority  or  by  the  County  Council  ( 1 ' Tuberculosis. 
The  Co.  Council  Sanatorium  (formerly  Hursley  Poor  Law  Institution)  is 
situated  at  Chandlorsf ord,  and  admits  cases  from  outside  the  District, 
accommodation  for  40  patients. 

(?)  Maternity.  A few  mostly  operative  cases  admitted  to  Winchester 
Hospital  (Voluntary).  (3)  Children.  None.  (4)  Never.  The  Eastleigh 
and  Bishopotoke  Urban  District  Infectious  Hospital  is  situated  at  Chnnd 
lersford,  but  only  admits  cases  from  its  own  District,  .iccommodat ion 
for  about  twelve  cases,  ordinarily.  Scarlet  Never,  Diphtheria  and 
Enteric . 

There  is  a small  building  in  Hursley  parish,  belonging 
to  the  Co.  Council  who  are  responsible  for  Small  P sx  cases  in  the  dis- 
trict .

Kotor  ambulance  which  con  be  hired,  for  crises  requiring  it,  and  I be- 
lieve a Red  Cross  Ambulance  at  Aastleigh  can  be  hired,  but  as  a rule 
motor  cars  - either  private  or  hired  - are  used  for  conveying  cases  to 
Hospital  & c. 

6.  Laboratory  'fork. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  Sputum  and  Throat  Sv/abs  is  c rried  out 
at  the  Hants  Oo.  Council  Public  Health  laboratory,  I have  Reports  of 
7 Positive  Throat  Sv/abs,  75^  negative,  and  3 doubtful.  Two  positive 
specimens  of  (T.B.)  Sputum,  and  four  negative.  1 V/assermann  test, 
Negative.  1 Ringworm,  negative.  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  sup-  hied  by  the 
Council.,  also  Tetanus  Antitoxim  if  necessary. 

7.  Sanitary  administration. 

adoptive  Acts.  The  Infectious  diseases  (prevention)  Act  1870,  adopted 
many  years  ago.  Secs  169  and  170,  Public  Health  .act,  1876,  and  S cs> 
£330,31,  Public  Health  acts  (amendment)  ^ct  1890,  relating  to  Slfaign; or 
houses  in  force  since  1923.  Revised  Regulations  under  the  Dairies, 
Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order  in  force  from  25th  March  1911 • Hew  Bye- 
laws with  respect  to  I7ew  Streets  and  Buildings  approved  by  the  Kinistr:, 
of  Health,  liar.  24,  1923  (This-I  believe  - is  the  fourth  set  of  Bye- 
Laws  since  1892)  Bye-laws  for  Slaughter  houses  approved  25  Sep,  1925, 
Bye-lav/s  for  Tents,  Vans,  Shods  and  similar  structures  approved  28th 
Hov.  1922. 

A Tabular  summary  of  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Dep  rtmont  is 
appended,  and  of  action  taken  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  Ac. 

Ho  places  in  the  District  where  food  is  prepared  arc  known 
The  twe  Slaughter  houses  have  been  inspected  and  found  fairly 
clean;  they  are  new  to  be  Registered,. 
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Disinfection  is  carried  out  after  each  case  of  Scarlet  Fever,

Diptheria,  snteric  and  Tuberculosis,  and  also  on  removal  to  Infectious 
Hospital  or  Sanatorium.  Formaldehyde  is  the  disinfectant  used.  29 
houses  or  parts  of  houses  were  disinfected  and  one  Public  elementary 
School . 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Hilkshops  aro  inspected,  there  is  still 
need  for  improvement  in  the  cleansing  of  the  cows ’ flanks,  one  udders 
before  milking.  Three  samples  of  II ilk  taken  by  the  Co,  Council’s  In- 
spector under  the  Food  and  Drugs  act  were  found  to  be  genuine,  also  five 

samples  of  butter. 

Re-registratlon  is  still  being  carried  out. 

The  principal  workshops  are  the  Bakehouses  of  which  there  are 
now  only  three  in  the  District;  they  are  inspected  from  time  to  time, 
and  found  to  be  in  order. 

Hotice  was  received  from  H .LI  . Inspect  or  of  Factories  as  to  the 
want  of  Sanitary  accommodation  at  a Factory  Saw-Hill.  On  visiting  the 
place,  I found  there  was  no  abstract  of  the  Factory  Acts  posted  up, 
although  a young  person  under  eighteen  was  employed.,  and  so  informed 
H. H. Inspector . Sec.  22.  Public  Health  Acts  (amendment)  net , 1890,  not 
being  in  the  District  as  I am  informed  - it  devolves  on  H. II. Inspector  - 
and  not  on  the  Council  to  see  that  the  necessary  Sanitary  accommodation 
is  provided.

8.  Public  Health  Staff. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  Staff,  which  consists  of  the 
part-time  M.O.H.,  and  the  Inspector  - who  is  also  Surveyor,  the  duties 
of  these  two  appointments  occupying  his  whole  time,  owing  to  the  increar 
of  tho  work  of  che  Surveyor,  there  is  not  always  sufficient  time  for 
Sanitary  work.  I regret  that  the  Council  have  not  seen  their  way  to 
provide  some  office  or  clerical  assistance. 

I feel  sure  that  the  work  of  the  LI.O.H.  and  also  of  the  Inspec- 
tor and  Surveyor  would  be  rendered  much  more  valuable  if  there  were 
assistance  given  in  writing  letters,  keeping  records,  and  storing 
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important  documents  : After  about  35  years’  experience  of  Public  He a It' . 
V/ori  in  Rural  Districts,  I am  convinced  that  this  is  more  important 
than  tc  have  a whole  time  Medical  Officer  of  Health*  I hope  to  sec  * 
revival  of  this  former  development  before  the  end  of  my  tenure  of 
Office .
